THE UNHAPPY SULTAN. 



Report That He Has Been Poisoned— 
He Has Received Numerous 
Significant Warnings. 



Palace 8pies and Police Watching 
Night and Day-Uvea of Min- 
isters Threatened.

London, Nov. 19.— Ib ia only a week 
Binee, according to a Constantinople dis- 
patch, that a mysterious lotter waa laid on 
the Sultan'a table, giving him tho alterna- 
tive of abdication or assassination, and now 
a dispatch from Sofia, Bulgaria, atates that 
Abdul Hamid has boon poisoned, ib is bo- 
lioved by the young Turkish party. This 
organization has rooontly grown to enor- 
mous proportions, and has given to tho Sul- 
tan numerous significant warnings. Ita 
members have boeome mora detormined 
since the exooutlon of somo of their number 
by being droppud from a gunboat into tho 
Bosphorus. Moroovor, the trouble with the 
Armeniana and the attitude of the Powers 
have boon used to their utmost to the disad- 
vantage of tho hoad of the Faithful. 

The correapondent of the Daily News an- 
nounces that tho Sultan has been so upset 
by the recent turn affairs have taken that 
another nervous fever has sob in, and that 
he is now so sick he only devotes two hours 
daily to public affairs. The young son of 
the Saltan ia always with him. 

Tho Sultan has lately devoloped symp- 
toms of a monomania hardly diaguiahable 
from insanity, and it ia not unlikely that he 
will meet with the same fate as hia brother, 
the former Sultan, and thus simplify the 
work of Europe. 

The Sultan has prohibited the ontry into 
Turkey of all papora containing accounts of 
Lord Salisbury's Bpeech at the lord mayor's 
dinner at L-mdon a woek ago. 

The correspondent of the Times learns 
that the constitutional party profesaea no 
personal animus againab tho Sultan, com- 
plaining only againab him on account of his 
odious miBgovornment. Tho constitutional 
party Bhould not be oonfoundod with the 
young TurkB' party. Tho members of the 
constitutional party aay thoy doaire only 
rational governmonb by peaceful meena. 
They have never carod for vengeance or for 
bloodshed. 

It ia said that much of tho onslaught upon 
Armenians la due to tho fact that tho Porte 
desires to distract, attention from the Mo- 
hammedan agitation againab tho Sultan. 
Palace Bpios and police are kept busy night 
and day in Constantinople, bub thie does not 
prevent the revolutionary movement from 
spreading. The police have just made a 
fresh seizure In tho Turkish part of the city 
of a largo quantity of placards demanding a 
constitution, whlah were intended for dis- 
tribution in tho main thoroughfares. The 
two battalions of troops and tho detaohment 
of artillery at Yildiz kiosk aro kopb oloBBly 
within tho grounds of tho palace. The 
Uvea of nearly all of tho ministers have been 
threatened. HasBan Pasha, tho minister of 
marine, ia known to distrust tho navy to the 
extent that ho haa a guard of troops, and, ib 
is claimed, darea not go on board a war ves- 
sel. 

A despatch to tho Chronicle from Rome 
says that information has reachod its cor- 
roBpondenb thoro to tho effect thab whon the 
combined iloots of tho Powers have assem- 
bled in the Turkish waters an ultimatum 
will bo sent to tho Subllmo Porto and that 
only a short time will bo allowod him to 
make a reply. 

A despatch to London from Constanti- 
nople eayB that tho Sultan yesterday called 
on tho ministers to deviao plana for mobiliz- 
ing 500,000 troops. It being hinted that the 
treasury waa empty the Sultan flow Into a 
passion, aud as a result, Boveral mlniatera 
bendorod their resignations, which wore not 
accepted. 

Boston, Nov. 19 — The Btoriea eent out 
from Constantinople to tho effect that in the 
recent disturbances tho Armonians have 
been tho aggressors iB designated aB 
a gross calumny by a reliable 
correspondent, who writes to friends 
In t this city from Constantinople. 
Tho correep indont flays : " Tho government 
— tho Porto and Palaoe alike— aro doing 
their utmost to convince Europo that the 
Armonians aro overywhore tho oggreBsora. 
That groea calumny ie boing spread for tho 
justification of the masaacres, and many poo- 
plo aro doooived. Tho Armenians aro be- 
ing exterminated. Tho violence of 
the revolutionary party haa boen a 
grievous blunder but the question haa now 
pasaod that stage. Again and again wo 
hour that tho Sulton ia Boon to bo taken off. 
It does look Bomotimea as if his throne and 
that) of his dynasty would go down together. 
It ia hardly poaaiblo to ooncoivo of times more 
oritloal. None can comprehocd whab a 
sloughter houso Turkey Is becoming or what 
a berriblo inoubus the ohief criminal ia 
upon his own pooplo aa woll as upon Chris- 
tians." 



SPAIN AND CUBA. 

No Nenollutlons Between tho Belligerents 
I'rocoedlng, 

Madkid, Nov. 19 — Promler Sonor Cano- 
vas del Caaoillo doclaros thab tho poraiatent 
rumors regarding poaco negotiations be- 
bwoen tho representatives of tho Spanish 
government and tho insurgents aro untrue. 
Ho aleo dlsaredlto tho report that tho ren r 
guard of Maximo Gomez' foroos wero da 
foatoil in tho province of Santa Clara. 

Philadelphia, Nov. 19. — A dispatch 
from Kingaton, Jamaica, dated to-day, eayB : 
" The Danish stoamship Horsa, from Phil- 
adelphia, landed 40 men and a quantity of 
ammunition on tho island of Cuba on Nov- 
ember 15 While tho men wore boing 
placed on shore thoy wero pursued by a 
Spanish gunboat. Sbo did nob oucc°ed in 
landing all hor ammunition, -13 eases being 
lefb aboard whon surprised by t-ho gunboat. 
On the arrival of tho Horaa thoro sho waa 
soizad for filibustering."

THE PACIFIC CABLE, 

Rt. Hon. Mr, Chamberlain Agreeable to 
a Joint Commission to Keport on 
the Hatter. 

London, Nov. 19 — In the oonferenoe at 
the colonial office this morning between Rb 
Hon. Joseph Chamberlain and the repro 
eentatives in London of the several British 
colonies, ib tvns shown thab the prcjecb of 
the Paolfio cable preaontod a fair proBpeob of 
futnre remuneration. Tho suggestion of a 
commission meets with bho colonial secre- 
tary's approval, and it was subsequently 
proposed to constitute ono of six, two each 
representing Groat Britain, Canada and 
Australia. Mr. ChamljBrlain, during the 
course of his romarks to tho dnputetlon 
whioh called upon him regarding tho pro- 
posed Pacific cable, said thab such a project 
was representative of the British empire 
As an Imperialist, he said, he moat de- 
cidedly favorod tho laying of the cable, 
whioh would ba tho moana of bringing moro 
closely together tho several parts of the em- 
pire. Ho believed, moreover, that tho pro- 
ject showed avoryfair prospootof remunera- 
tion from a purely commercial standpoint. 
Continuing bhe soorotary of sbato for the 
colonies oxprcaaed his willingness to j )in in 
tho formation of a jiint oommisBlon to ro- 
port upon the matter, the commission to In- 
oludo two Canadian representatives.

London, Nov. 19. — Lord Salhbury, the 
prime minlater, in addresBlng theannual con- 
ference of tho National Uaioa of Conserva- 
tive Associations, said among ether things : 
" Allow mo to say a few words in answer to 
a very distinguished distant correspondent, 
if I may term him so, who n queBbed me to 
make a statement in a Bpeech to the coun- 
try. This correspondent ia no leaB a person 
than tho Sultan of Turkey. Nothing would 
have induoed me to read this august mes- 
sago here excepb the diatincb commands of 
the sender. In that speech at tho Guild- 
hall, on the occasion of tho Lord Mayor's 
Day dinner, I oxpresaed the opinion 
and said that I had confidence 
bhab the reforms promised for tho Turkish 
empire would bo not ea:iled into execution. 
Tho Sultan says thab bhe statement has 
pained him very much, as the carrying out 
of the reforms is a matter already decided 
upon by him, and further, thab he is deair-' 
ous of executing them aB soon as posaible. 
He then proceeds as followa : 

" I have alroady told my ministers this, 
and the only reason why Lord Salisbury 
Bhould thus throw doubts on my intentions 
must bo due bo bhe intrigues of certain per- 
sons hero, or else statements must havo boon 
made to causo such an opinion." The mess- 
ago then proceeds, after somo in- 
termediary observations : "I ropeat it 
I will oxecuto those reforms. I will take 
tho papers containing them and see myself 
that every artiole is pub into force ; thia is 
my earnest determination and I give you 
my word of honor. I wiBh Lord Salisbury 
to know this and I beg and desire thab his 
Lordship having confidence in these declara- 
tions will make another speech by virtue of 
tho friendly feeling and disposition ho has 
for mo and my coaDtry. I shall awaib bhe 
resulb of this with tho greatest anxioty." 

Lord Salisbury then continued: " Those 
last words will acquib mo of any impropriety 
In what I acknowledge to be a very unpre- 
cedented course, the reading of a communi- 
cation of that kind at a public meeting. I 
could nob abstain from doing whab I have 
dono without discourtesy to that distin- 
guished potentate from which this message 
isauod, bub of oourso, it would nob bo soemly 
of me to comment direcbly upon those 
vords. Greab Britain forms parb 
of encorted Kurcpe, which has 
resolved, bo far as it acts, to act with unani- 
mity."

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Fan Gets Ten Years for Attempted JIurder 
and Arson— Serious Charges Against 
Members of a Family. 

WINNIPEG, Nov. 19 —(Speolal) — Sen- 
tences woro dolivored ab tho Winnipeg as- 
sizes to-day, tho criminal docket having 
boon concludod. Farr, oonviatod of at- 
tempted murder and arson, was sentenced to 
ten years in tho penitentiary, tho Chief 
Justice refusing an application for a new 
trial, Farr, before tho court gave sentence, 
declared that ho waa boing sentoncod for a 
arimo of whioh ho wsb nob gullby. The 
othor sentences wero dolivored as followa: 
Mra. O'Reilly, libol, four months ; Percy 
Walwyn, forgory, Bix months ; Daniel 
Shiolds, robbery, three months ; J. Lange- 
vin, larceny, three months ; A. Henaulr, 
rapo, eight months and fifteen lushes ; M. 
Egan, larceny, threo months; M. Ayob, in- 
cest, two years. 

Henry Thompson, of Moosomin, has been 
committed for trial on a charge of aiding 
and abetting the auicido of his Bister, with 
whom he had criminal relations. Mrs. 
Mary Smith, sister of tho deceased girl, has 
boen arrested on a chargo of murder ; Sam- 
uel Thompson, another brother of deceased, 
Is acoused of perjury, and Charlos Albert 
Thompson Ib held for aiding and ubotting a 
suicide. 

William Farmer, while shooting ab East 
Francis, had his loft hand blownalmoab com- 
pletely off. 

STORMS IN THE WEST. 

Telegraphic Communication Suspended 
Throughont a Large Section 
of Country, 

Chicago, Nov. 19 — One of tho severest 
storms of tho season throughout tho North- 
west oommonood last night and continued 
its full force to-day.

VANCOUVER ISLAND'S FIRST EX- 
PLORER. 

The Natural History Society Pays a Tvlbute 
;to the Memory of the Late Dr. 
Kobert Brown. 

At the meeting of tho Natural HiBtory 
Sooioty on Monday evening the programme 
was one of tho moat Interesting of the sea- 
son's aorios. In the course of the ovoning 
attention waB oalled to the death of Dr. 
Robert Brown recently at Streathum, noar 
London. It will be interesting to know 
that the deceased, who was a distinguished 
savant and traveller, was the first to explore 
the Island of Vanoouvor. During the years 
from 1862 to ISO" he travelled through many 
of tho unoxplorod regions of Amorica and 
the Pacific Islands, hiB investigations ex- 
tending from the Wost Indies and Vene- 
zuela to Alaska and tho Behring Sea coast. 
Ho was botanist to tho British Columbia ex- 
pedition and commander of the Vanoouver 
Island exploring expedition. Ho charted a 
largo portion of the intorior of tho island 
thou unknown, and his namo has been per- 
potuated in Brown Range, Mount Brown 
and Brown's Ri?or in Vancouver Island. 
He wrote extensively concorning hia travels, 
and it was Buggested that aB tho Natural 
History Socioty did not possess any of his 
wrltlnga In Its library an effort should bo 
made to go'o theBS pertaining to the pro- 
vince. Any information whioh would load 
to their possession will no doubt be reoalvod 
with ploasure. 

Captain Dovoreux made sevoral donations 
of special intorest as follows : A mammoth 
tooth from tho NorthwoBt coast, a splendid 
epeoinion; some fossil loaves of tho cretaceous 
ooal poriod from Coal Creek and Comox ; 
and several spoclmens of fossil mollusca from 
tho cretaceous formations of Nanaimo and 
district. 

Mr. James Deans read an interesting In- 
dian legend connected with totemiam anil 
Rev. Canon Boanlands contributed a paper 
on the "Physical Basia of .Eithetfca." 
The lattor v/aB especially worthy of noto 
and gave rise to a discussion, which, owing 
to the lateness of tho hour and tho import- 
ance of the theme, waa adjourned. Tho 
paper will bo taken up ogaln for further 
consideration at a future meeting. 

THE HYAMS TRIALS. 

One of tho Prisoners Shown to Be a Forger- 
Sensational Evidence Yot to Be 
Produced. 

Toiion'to, Nov. 19. — Tho last throe or four 
soBsions of the Hyams trial have been totally 
devoid of interest. So far tho judge has 
been called upon to make 29 rulIngB, most of 
them exceedingly delicate ones, and In every 
important instance they have boon in favor 
of the defence. The crown is far from satis- 
fied with the result of some of those rulings, 
and in tho ovont of a vordict other than oon- 
vlation, application will be made for a new 
trial. The crown's case ia now almost com- 
pleted, only tho medloal evidence remaining 
to bo put in. It is alalmod that some 
sensational developments may bo looked 
for, tho crown having intentionally reeerved 
the climax of Its case for the last. The 
crown sprang a surprise on tho defenoo to- 
day, when it Jbrought forward evidence to 
provo that Harry Hyams was a forger. 
Daniel Amos, of New York, an expert on 
hand writing, was in court proparod to 
swear that tho endorsatlons on checks issued 
by Martha Wells, to aoveral money 
lendors wero in tho handwriting of 
Harry Hyams. Shortly after Martha 
Wells gob possession of the insurance 
money Hyams secured aoveral thousand 
dollars from her for tho alleged purpose of 
loaning to parties, tho names of whom tho 
crown olaims are purely fiotltlous. Tho 
crown claims that it was this trouble whioh 
induced him to marry Martha Wells shortly 
after as the only means of escape. Daniel 
T. AmeB sworo that tho disputed entry in 
tho pass-book was in the same writing aa 
Hyam'a letters to Martha Wells, as were also 
the ondoraatlonB on several chocks issued by 
Martha Wells, Dr. Caveu, the first medical 
export called, produoed Wells' skull and 
described tho Lena fracturao. TIio whole 
head was apparently flab from side to side 
and protruded upwards. Tho doctor sworo 
that the forco to produce the bone fractures 
must havo oomo from the right side, the 
head at tho samo time resting on something 
solid, Asked by tho crown if one blow 
would account for all th-i fractures, the 
doctor replied that thoro waa direcb evidence 
of a socond blow and the line of force would 
be from before backwardB. 



THE TURKISH QUESTION. 

Austrian and Russian Proposals Looking to 
a Settlement. 

Vienna, Nov. 19.— Commenting on tho 
refusal of Russia (announced in a dispatch 
from Rome to the London Timos) to agroo 
to tho proposals of Austria for tbo settle- 
ment of tho Turkish question, the semi- 
official Eromdenblatt deuiares thab Russia 
assents to tho Austrian proposals in 
the main ; but objects to the provi- 
sion empowering tho ombaesloB at 
Constantinople to adopt such temporary 
moasures as they boo fit in case of moment- 
ary dangor. Russia contends that they 
should not bo invested with such extensive 
powors ; but that any measures takon by 
tho ombaaaica Bhould bo procodod by an 
understanding bobwoo tho difforent cablnots 
intoreatod.

day next — at §8, Beoond olaaB tiokets boing 
quoted at §5. There is no ohango in tho 
price of round trip tickets, for which, how- 
ever, there is little call just now, nor has 
any change In freight rates yet boon an- 
nounced. Following close upon the in 
EtruotionB to the Paoifio Coast Company's 
agency, cama a message to Agent J. K 
Devlin, of the Northwestern Steamship Com 
pany, from his prinolpala instructing him 
to meet the Sehomo's reduction and Bell first 
oIbbs passenger tiokets to Port Townaend at 
50 cents, until further order, a $1 bill being 
also f quivalent for a ticket to Seattle. " Th 
Rosalie," said Agent Devlin in explanation 
last evening, " has been getting tho bulk of 
the freight right along ; now wo intend to 
catch all of tho morning passenger traffic as 
well." What the outcome of tho conflict will 
be remainB for tho future to disoloae ; in tho 
meanwhilo Victoriuns may ODjoy the luxury 
of travel at prices auoh aa havo never pre- 
vailed before 

IN DANGEROUS QUARTERS*

TURKS MORE ENERGETIC. 

The [Authorities Said to Have Dis- 
played More Energy iu PnttiUR- 
Down Disturbances. 



A Hundred Thousand Armenians Dy- 
ing of Starvation and Exposure— 
Ag-ltation Against Christians. 

Constantinople, Nov. 19 (via Sofia, Bul- 
garia, Nov. 19. — It Ib learned in diplomatic 
circles that th= Turkish authorities of Mooeh 
have rocently been displaying great energy 
in quelling bhe fanatioal outbreak there, 
whioh was recontly announced. They pre- 
vented much bloodshod, and in the latest of 
the disturbances there were only aix persona 
killed and forty wounded. Tho Mussulman 
Boldiers behaved well. Tho greatest anxiety 
oertalnly prevails at prosent among tho 
Turkish officials to stop the carnage. 

nflRoial announcement Bays : " Ar- 
menian insurgents of Zoltoun plundered and 
burnsd the following villages : Louisikuhi, 
Kechkere, Moussali and Kerimili. Four 
bombs were found in tho yard of an Ar- 
menian rioter at Diarbekir. Tho Armenian 
agitators at Maraovan attacked two MubbuI- 
mans gnlng to ihe moequo and wounded 
them. They also fired from thoir hoinoa to 
bho barracks and to the palace of the 
goveruor. Disorder followed these provoca- 
tions and on both sidea thoro wero d. >d and 
wounded. The authorities, howovc ■. suc- 
ceeded In rostorlng order. All nevft. con- 
cerning supposed insecurity of foreigners 
living in tho townB whero tho troubles took 
place ia absolutely falao. " 

London, Nov. 19. — Tho following tele- 
gram trom Constantinople ins boon received 
by the Anglo-Armenian Association : "Ar- 
menians are being maBaaored everywhere in 
ABia Minor. Over 100,000 ore dying of 
starvation and exposure. The Beason for 
the work of reliof Ib closed. For God's sake 
urge tho govornmonb to atop thu moat awful 
events of modern times. The porte is pow- 
erleas, aa all tho telegraphs are under con- 
trol of the palace officials who have incited 
the massacres throughout Anatolia." 

A dfopitch from Rimo to-day says ad- 
vices from Constantinople announce that the 
agitation against Christians in Northern 
Syria is extending, and that massacres have 
occurrod near Aleppo. 

Grand Duke Vladimir haaroceived an au- 
tograph letter from the Cxar to the Kaiser, 
relating to tho situation in KaBtorn Europe. 
It suggest" that in caao Eogland Insists too 
much on tho disintegration of Turkey the 
three powers who united upon tho Japanoeo 
question shall again join hands against all 
comers. 

Trouble between the Kurds and tho Mus- 
sulmans at Kharput haa boon browing for 
some time. It is claimed that tho Armeni- 
ans, excited by the agonta of the revolution- 
ary committee, have been preparing to re- 
volt against tho Turkish authorities. The 
oriaiB was to bo procipitated by an attack on 
tho MuBBulmanB' quarter. A second voraion 
of the affa'r !« than bhe Turks, ac'fng under 
instructions from Yildiz Kloek officials, de- 
liberately planned tho masBacre of the Ar- 
menians of Kharput. Tho Kurds wero not 
armed with rifles, bub provided with 
weapons similar to those used by the Turk- 
ish soldiers, and ammunition was plentifully 
distributed among them. 

At a signal agreed upon, a quarrel was 
picked with some Armenians, and an attack 
upon their quarters oommonced. The Ar- 
menians, howover, had armed themselves aa 
well as possible and had placed thoir dwell- 
ings in a state calculated to hold out aa long: 
as possible. They made ao dotermlned a 
resistance that ab the Crab abten.pt the 
Kurds were repulsed. 

Whon the Armenians repulsed the first at- 
;k of the Kurds tho listtor wore so infuri- 
ated that they proceeded to Kharput, whore 
tho American missionaries woro locatod, and 
ransacked and burned tho houses, including 
eight of tho American mission buildings. 

Tho Amorican missionaries, howevor, es- 
caped uninjured, and placed themselves un- 
der tho immediate protection of tho Turkish 
governor, who still has thom safe. It is be- 
lieved to have been ascertained beyond a 
doubb that the Kurds woro supported by 
Turkish troopa in a number of instances, 
and in other c ea tho soldiors romalnod pas- 
sive spcotators. 

Later a moro suooeasful attack waa made 
by tho Kurds upon the Armenian quarter, 
and a tnrriblo masaacre followed. Trio num.- 
bor of victims haa not yob been ascertained, 
bnl) conservative estimates Bay from SOO to 
1,000 {.orsons were killed. Fiosh fanatical 
outbreaks occurrod ab Moosb, but wero sup- 
presrod by tho authorities altor 40 Armen- 
ians had boon killed.

THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

The political situation In this Dominion is 
a peculiar one. It is acknowledged by tho 
politicians of both sides to be diftioulb and 
delicate. A crisis is approaching and neithor 
Government nor Opposition is proparing to 
meet it with a light heart. Tho Govern- 
ment admittedly has a hard task to perform 
but the reflection that its own task is quite 
as hard prevents the Opposition from antici- 
pating a triumph if the Administration ia 
■ob equal to the work it haB to do. The 
oountry scema to regard the politicians with 
quiet interest and mild curiosity. The peo- 
ple without evincing any oxcito- 
ment wonder what the noxb move 
in the political game will be 
and how the politioal parties will get out of 
tho difficulties that embarrass both alike. 
It is quite evident that the leading men of 
both parties are nervous and anxious, and 
the importance of the question at issuo and 
the uncertainty as to what tho result will 
be very effectually keep down any noisy 
demonstrations of party spirit. Recrimina- 
tions have almost ceased and very littlo 
bragging is heard. Politics have become 
tame to a very great many. This, we 
imagine, is because tho situation is too 
serious to permit the men of either party to 
engage in unseemly wrangling about trifles. 
Ib the quieb thab that reigns in every part of 
the Dominion the oalm thab often precedes 
the storm ? We hope nob. We trusb that 
there ia good sense and patriotism onough in 
the country to avert the Btorm of which 
there are just now so maoy indloations. 

The Manitoba school question ia the 
oloud thab spreads itself over the wholo 
politioal sky. It is nob oontemplated with 
pleasure by either the Conservatives or the 
Liberals. Both parties see thab it oannob 
be long now before ib musb bursb, and then 
what will be the oonsequonoe '! What dam- 
ago will it do and whom will it huit ? The 
Government feel that thry have dene all 
they could do to prevent its doing harm, 
and the Opposition have been dodging about 
to find a place of shelter so that whon it doeB 
burst they will be out of harm's way. Bab 
they are not at all certain that thoy will bo 
saved by their agility. 

To drop the figure, it ia o&sy to seo that 
men of both parties regard tho situation as 
soriouB and contomplato tho future with un- 
oasinoss. As la all other trying times mon 
of woak oonvictlons and faint hearts are be- 
ginning to wavor and are trying to find a 
place of safety bofore the crisis arrives. 
Those mon are not confined to ono party. 
There are tompori/.ora and trimmers and 
akedaddlors on both sides. These mon 
swell the numbers of a party whon it is 
proaporouB and whon thoro is no issuo boforo 
the country that tries men's Boull, hub in 
timoaof dlffioultyand dangerthoyaro usourt o 
of embarrassment and weakness. But wo are 
glad to see that there aro resoluto men in 
bho oounbry who aro nob appalled by tho 
appoarance of dungor, and it is to those men 
bhab bhe oountry must look to maintain 
poace and harmony among men of all crooda. 
Tho strong men on tho Government eido 
havo marked out tho courso which thoy 
muab pursue. They have not faltorod, 
although they hivo mob with many dis- 
couragements. 

The Leader of tho Opposition has boon an 
e-amplo of the very worst kind to bis follow- 
ers. Ho haa made a politioal football of tho 
Manitoba sohool question. HIa object in 
dealing with it has nob boon to promote 
peace and harmony in tho Dominion, 
bat to dish the Conservabivof. Ho 
has twisted and turned and dodged 
and resorted bo all sorbs of trioka 
to gain an advantage over his oppo- 
nents; but ho haB not dished tho Conserva- 
tives, ho has, if we do nob very greatly 
mistake, gone a long way towards dishing 
himself. Deolaring from the first that the 
question is nob a political ono, he has made 



it a politioal one in the lowest and worst 
sense. If the Manitoba sohool question ia 
happily aettled, aa we sincerely hope it will 
be, it will nob be owing to any exertion that 
Mr. Laurler has made to t Hoot the settle- 
ment; and if it Is kept open to 
causo religious dieaeueion and iil-fooliug 
in every province of the Dominion, 
Mr. Liurier should be hBld mainly 
repponsiblo for thab grievous and most de- 
plorable result. He, when ho oould have 
aoted the part of a peacemaker, deliberately 
made that question a party issue, deolariog 
repeatedly that it was nob his place as a 
party leader to aid In ita settlement. This 
was nob bhe stand that a patriotic man 
should toko on a question which he was one 
of tho first to declare was nob political. 

Wo are, however, not without hope that 
tho Manitoba uuhool question will be amica- 
bly and satisfactorily settled without the 
aid of the Leadir of the Opposition, and 
that, too, by the self-s&orifioiog efforts of 
mon who believe it to bo their first duty to 
promote peace and good feeling among the 
people of Canada. 

RUMORS FROM TURKEY. 

Ib ia impossible for the nowapaper reader 
to docido whether the newB from the East is 
false or true. The reports of one day are ao 
often materially modified or altogether con- 
tradloted by the telegrams of tho next that 
he won! d bo altogether too credulous if he 
placed lmplioib confidence in the accounts 
that aro published from day to day. It 
seemB aa if bho nowa caterers in Asia Minor 
have very littlo regard for the truth, for 
atorioa bhab were told ao often that ib seemed 
folly not to believe them havo turned out, 
when investigated by mon of intelligence and 
character, the grossest exaggerations. It 
BeomB now to bo the fashion to blame 
the Armenians fcr taking the initiative 
in moat of the disturbances. Ib this tho 
truth or is ib a Turkish fabrioablon t Ib 
would not be surprising if lb were brue, but 
it ia hard to understand how a people who 
wore oppresaod and robbed, aa it is said the 
Armenians have been, would have spirit 
onough lefb to fight, or could get arms to 
fight with. 

It appears that tho Sultan is at last alive 
to the importance of the situation, and that 
ho is hastening to make reforms thab should 
have been effocted long ago. His apathy has 
boon amazing. Ib might have been thought 
that common prudence would have induced 
him to check the oppressors of tho Arme- 
nians long ago. But instead of being chock- 
ed we are told that they wore encouraged 
and rewarded. Is this true ? 

The Sultan is at last convinced that the 
Powera who Interposed on behalf of the per- 
secuted and outraged Christians are sincere 
and thab if he does not oee.se to harass them 
those Powers will take ib upon themselves 
to maintain peace In Armenia and In other 
parts of tho Sultan's dominions in which 
Christiana are plundered and ill-used. It Ib 
said that if the Turks find out that the 
Sultan is not strong onough to keep 
hia heel on the nocks of his Chris- 
tian subjects they will repudiate 
him and find somo means of placing a 
stronger man on the throne of Turkey, 
Tho members of the yount; Turkey party, 
we are told, are active, enterprising and un- 
ao-upuloua. The Saltan appears to have 
beon informed of their dosigns, for we see 1 y 
tho latest telegrams that he haa had quite a 
number of them arrested and exeouted 
aeoretly without judge or jury. We are not 
surprised that tho people of a great part of 
Europe are sick of tho Turk, and have made 
up thoir minds that it ia high time ths.t he 
was turned out of Europe bag and baggage. 

THE TREATMENT 

OF THE INDIANS. 

The Novombor number of the Westmin- 
ster Review containa an article on The 
Treatment of tho Canadian Indians, by 
William Trant. This gentleman may be 
preaumed to know a good deal about the 
Canadian Indiana and the way in which 
they aro treatod, for ho lived near the re- 
serve at Broadview for a number of years. 

Mr. Trant speaks highly of the treatment 
which tho Indiana reoeive at tho hands of 
tho Canadian Government, and of tho pro- 
gross in tho uBeful acts whioh they aro 
making undor that treatment. Canadians 
are far from approving tho brutal 
Baying of un American general, "A 
dead Indian is tho best Indian." 
Thoir Government having under ita oaro a 
large number of Indians in the Northwest 
who, owing to tho extermination of tho buf- 
falo, woro without tho moans of sustaining 
life, did ull that an enlightened humanity 
requirod to keep them alive and to toooh 
thorn to bo solf-Bupportlng. 

" Roughly Bpoaking," Bays Mr. Trant, 
" tho Indians ot the plains have boon under 
treaty for twonty years. What has boon 
tho roBult ? In the first place, the wholo of 
tho Indiana havo boon tratqulllzed. Not 
only ia thoro no violent discontent or dis- 
affection, bub the ted man has become thor- 
oughly attached to the white man's 
government. Ono reason for thia is 
thab bho Indiana had long yearned 
for what they got, a yoarning not 
tho losa strong booause it was not oxpraased 
or formulated. So long ago ss 1819 the 
Indiaus defined thoir position whon tempted 
with groat bilboB to massacre the Red Rivor 
oolontBtB. 'No,' sold thoy 'the colonlstB 
aro our friends. ' And not only did thoy ro- 
fum bub they warned tho ooloniBts of the 
impending danger. Even during tho treaty 
negotiations, whon agents from the Unitod 
States sought to anticipate the authorities 
by purchasing land from tho IndlanB at apota 
nob then reached by bho surveyors, thoy mot 
with no enoouragomont. ' Can you stop tho 
fbw of that river?' asked a chief of a 
land spooulator. 'No,' was bhe reply, 
and bhen oarae bhe rejoinder: ' No 
more oan you atop the progreas 
of tho Queen's chief. When ho oomes you 
oan drop behind him and take up all tho 
land claims you want ; but I caution you to 
put up no stakeB In our counbry.' ■ • • 
Tho faob stands boldly forth that O.nada 
haa novoi' fought tho Indians, and aho will 
not begin to do so now. Never has Canada 
had an Indian war ; an Indian massacre is 
unknown in hor history. She is too poor to 
Book glory by slaughtering the natlvoa, born 



on hor soil, and too proud to defame ber 
oharaoter or Btain her oaoutoheon. Contrast 
thia with tho policy of tho Unitod States, 
that is nearly ulwaya fighting its red men." 

The Indians were not disappointed as to 
the treatment they roceivod from tho Gov- 
ernment of Canada. They are treated with 
kindueaa and consideration. Tho treaties 
that wero made with them havo been scrup- 
ulously carried out, atd tho otfioera who 
wero sent among them as a rule porformod 
their duties conscientiously and with a view 
to the welfare of the Indians. This is the 
testimony whioh Mr. Trant boars bo the 
effiolonoy and integrity of the Indian de- 
partment : 

" Ib Is," he sayB, "free fr >m boodling, cor» 
ruption, or oven extravngar ci. . There s 
political patronage certainly — that is the un- 
fortunate practice of tho country ; 
but aa regards tho IndiuD de- 
partment it holds a second place. 
There is no thrusting round men 
into square holes merely to uatisfy party 
fidelity or politioal friendship. The men 
must bo fib for the positions bhey occupy 
first of all, and their partisanship for those 
in power ranks but as un additional qualifi- 
cation. Tho result is the Indian commis- 
sioners, Inspectors and agontB are not figure- 
heads or arrogant olfioials who aare every- 
thing for thomselvoa and nothing for the 
Indiana. Thoy aro gentlemen of experience 
and oulturo, who havo boen selected 
because they understand the Indians 
and beoauso tho Indiana understand 
them The egonts are mon who — they and 
thi ir families— sacrifioo tho dolighta of re- 
finod aooioiy for a lifo far away on the 
pi aide, conned up on a Reserve with In- 
dian! for neighbors, and no othor society to 
et-joy."

Au Alderniau'a Opinion of the Hutchi- 
son Inquiry, Which Is Yet to 
Be Continued. 

The Superintendent Examined— Sug- 
gestion of Malicious Disabling of 
an Alarm Box. 



Tho city oounoll sitting as a select com 
mitteo of inquiry into tho ohargoa against 
Eleotrioal Superintendent Hutohiaon wero 
called to order at 8,15 o'clock laBt opening 
by Aid. Humphroy, the ohalrmon. There 
waa again ri full house, and at S. 20- even 'ho 
olook atoppod for the evening. 

Aid. Bragg asked to havo ro-callod tli3 
witness Roborts, tho dynamo lender at 
the station ; and proceeded to read to him a 
long question aB to what witness would do 
In commercial lighting if a coil was burned 
out. 

Mr. Bolyea objooted to asking for export 
evidonco on oleotriolty from a man who is 
not an electrician, and stated that if so-called 
export evidenco is to be called on ono side 
ho would have to call it also in tho interest 
of his client, and tho inquiry would be in- 
definitely prolonged. Ho also objected to 
quoationa auoh aB thia whioh had evidently 
boon prepared baforohand, and for whioh 
there was no doubt a cut and driod answer. 

Aid. Bragg argued that he was quite 
within his rights In putting the question — 
Incidentally, however, expressing the opin- 
ion that " I think tho whole thing ia a farco ; 
it I could have carried out my ideaB that 
gentleman (Mr. Hutohiaon) would havo had 
another situation threo months ago." 

The Chairman saw no objection to the 
question ; and without its being repeated 
me witness proceeded to answer It. 

Mr. Belyea — " Hold on a moment ! What 
question are you going to anbwer I" 

The witness promptly Btutod tho question, 
" In oommeroial lighting if a coll is burned 
out what would I do °" and answered that 
he would first stop the machinery and find 
out what was wrong, then replace tho 
damaged coil. 

To Aid. Bragg witness continued that 
there is a spare armature at the station, 
which waa there when the Devonshire road 
circuit waa burned out. Ho could nob say 
why it waa nob then put Into service ; if It 
was in order it could bo put in in ubout 
twenty minutes. 

" Where waa It kept?' asked the alder- 
man. 

" In tho store room, lying on tho damp 
floor," was tho response, witness aontiuutng 
that that waa not right, as ib should be kopt 
in a dry place. 

To Mr. Bolyea witnoss said Aid. Bragg 
had never asked tboao questions until now. 

Aid. Maomlllan — " Will you explain how 
it was that you answered ono of Aid. 
Bragg's questions before you were asked it?" 
(Applause from the audionco ) 

Aid. Wilson — " Mr. Chairman, will you 
keep order or will you not ?" 

Tho Chairman — "Yen; gentlemen, you 
muab keep order or elso go oub." (Laughter.) 

Aid. Maomlllan — " You said it was lying 
on the floor in a damp placo ; how did you 
know that was what was in Aid. Bragg's 
mind ?" 

Witness — " I don't think I said that be- 
foro I was asked." 

Aid. Partridge — "Yes he did, I pub ib 
down at cnoo and called Aid. Wilson's at- 
tention to It." 

Aid. Bragg observed that if a man is tell- 
ing tha truth ib does nob mabter when he 
says It. 

Ab this wltnoBB had to replscs Engineer 
Carton at tho eleotrlo light works before the 
engineer, who was next required, could at- 
tend, there was a considerable lapse here 
before procoodlngB wero resumed.

RUGBY TACTICS. 

To the SfOBTWG Editor :— I wbb among 
thoso who had tho good fortune to witness 
the match on Saturday lasb betwoon the 
Navy and the Victoria Rugby Football 
Club, which resulted in such a brilliant vlo- 
tory for tho home team. As an onlooker, I 
have very little fault to find with the play 
of the Victorians; but aa they have on 
Thursday noxt to moot tho Nanaimo 
Hornets, who are genorally conoeded to be 
the most formidable olub in tho province, a 
Blight criticism of tho Victorians' 
play as u toan may be produotivo of 
some good. In my humblo opinion some 
Improvement can bo effected by iho worthy 
captain insisting upon hie forwards packing 
the scrum; weakness in this reapoct was no 
ticeable on Saturday, tho result being thab 
the Navy, being the Crab to get their "headB 
down," frequently pushed tneir opponents 
back. Again, every forward should " got 
in" and use hia ahouldera — the man who 
stands outside the scrum and feebly puehos 
with his hands ia adding nothing to the 
weight of tho team, and is only obstructing 
tho useful play of the half-backs, and in 
r/iaDy instances preventing their obtaining 
possession of the ball. The weight 
of the forwards should alao, I 
think be moro ooncentrated|to ono point,'; it 
is by this moans only that tho scrum can bo 
controlled and successfully turned in tho re- 
quired direction. I also notioed on Satur- 
day that tho wing threo-quartors wore on 
more than ono occasion stationed too far for- 
ward, that Is, in advance of their centre 
companions, tho result being thab wbon tho 
oont.'O player was stopped early in his run 
ho oeuld not pass without throwing for- 
ward, thus stifling the opon play and freo 
passing which should bo the foaturo of tho 
modern gamo. One word of advlco to the 
toam as a whole — "collar low," as experi- 
ence teaches thab thia is tho only success- 
ful way of stopping an op- 
ponent and at tho Bame timo of 
securing " a hold." I would alao suggest to 
tho captain tho proprioty of selootlDg ono 
member of tho team to take all tho plaoo 
klcka. Saturday's match illustrated the Im- 
portance of thlB, ono goal only having been 
scored out of four brys. The knaok of suc- 
cessful placo kicking can only bo acquirod 
by practico, and by frequent practioo tho 
worst man must improve. Ib must be borne 
in mind that two goals will score moro than 
three brya. 

The absence of frequent appeals was an 
aereeablo feature of Saturday's match, and 
added much to tho enjoyment of the gamo 
from a spectator's standpoint.

" Rsligion must bo taught in our schools," 
say tnost good Christiana. " Yes, but our 
special form of roligion," Bay Borne. "The 
Bible, and tho llible alone," say others. That 
all shall agree seema an impossibility. 

I would propose that all public schools 
close on Friday at 12 o'clook ; that at 2 
o'clock all scholars whoso parents wish them 
to have religious Instruction meet in the 
respective churches or ohapela approved by 
tho parents, their teachers accompanying 
them ; thab the clorgy of such churches or 
chapela glvo direct Instruction In the Bible 
and whatever other religious bookB shall 
Boom to them most fitted to eeoure tho 
high onda aimed at.

VICTORIA FALL ASSIZES. 



Pyatt Is Found Not Guilty ot House- 
breaking and Goes 
Free. 



Probability That the Farrell Case 
Will Go Over Until Next 
Spriuff. 



The fall assizes opened yesterday beforo 
Mr. Justice Drake, and with very littlo de- 
lay the preliminary formalities wore diepoa- 
ed of and the grand jury entered upon thoir 
duties. The grand jury was composed of 
Ralph Borthwick, R. A. Brown, J. H. 
Brownleo, T. Catterall, M. Cohen, H. Dean, 
W. J. Dwyor, J. T. T. Hull, J. H. LawBOD, 
S. F. Molntoah, M. Miller, H. Rutland, B. 
R. Seabiook, T. Shaw, R. H. Jameaon, D. 
G. Walker, H. F. Mytton, and D. R. Harrla 
(loremar). Mr. P. -K. Irving appeared aB 
ouneel for the Crown. 

Mr. Justice Drako in a very short, busi 
neas like addreaa to tho grand jury, remark 
ed that tho cases for consideration wore not 
vory numerous nor were they very serious 
as to crimes. He briifly instructed them in 
their duties asj grand jurors, and dealing 
with the various indictments explained the 
naturo of the crimes set forth. 

The cases of Jackson and Lee Heng Yum, 
for koeping gaming hou.Bes, appeared on the 
dooket, havlegbeon held over from the pro- 
ceding assizes, when true bills were found. 
The crown, however, was not prepared to 
go on with them yesterday, and it is under- 
stood that they will bo taken up on Friday. 

Juet before the court adjourned at noon, 
Mr. Dennis jvJurpuy, who haB Btudled law 
with Mr. S. Purry Mills, was introduced to 
tho Court by Hon. C. E Pooley, and took 
the oath b« >„»rrloter and solicitor.

Tho caBO of Regina v. Pyatt was called 
The prlaonor was charged with breaking 
into tho houso of his friend R. English and 
etoaling §05 thorefrom. Ho pleaded not 
guilty and conduoted hia own defence. The 
giat of the evidence of Robert English waB 
that the prisonei had been in his houBO on 
tho morning of November 12. Then tho 
two went out together and visited several 
saloonB, tho witness paying for the drinks as 
tho prisoner said ho was " broke." The 
prisonor left tho witness at tho Red Lion 
and t'to Bamo evening English found his 
room had been broken into and his trunk 
robbed of §65. 

Thomas Potter, of tho Red Lion, waB called 
to corroborate tho evidence of English as to 
the prisonor saying he was "broke" and 
several witnesses weie brought to show that 
tho prisoner had money later the same even- 
ing- 

The prisonor stated to the jury that ho 
hud won at black jick the money that had 
been seen In hia possession tho evening of 
tho robbery and denied that ho had said ho 
wao " broko". Ho also called aa a witnoBe 
B. Hastings to Bpeak favorably aB to hia 
character. 

Tho jury brought in a vordiot of not 
guilty. 

Next came the charge against Antonio 
Almanziaof assaulting Conatablo Campbell 
at E'quimalt on June 12 Mr. George E 
Powell appeared for tho defonco. 

Constable John Campbell stated that ho 
had hoard Almatzia threatening John Day, 
and on wltnesB trying to persuade tho pri 
Boner to go away, Almanzia refused sad 
struck him in tho choeb with hia fiat and 
called him vulgar names. John Day and 
several other witnesses practioally corrobor- 
ated Constable Campbell's atatemout of the 
assault. 

For tho dofenco, William Lonnox aworo 
that ho had hoard Campbell and the prison- 
er both oall eaoh other namos, and tha'; tho 
prisoner had not otruck Campbell. John 
Logan told almost tho same story aa Lennox 
Albert Laflerty corroborated tho laat 
two witnesses and said ho saw 
an old gentleman with a piece of 
wood in his hand who aaid ho 
would liko to smash Almanzia's head with 
It. Ho idontilied W. Robinson, ono of tho 
witneBseB for tho prosecution, as thia old 
man. Thia Mr. Robinaon denied atoutly, 
saying he had never aeon Lafforty boforo in 
his lifo. 

Alter an absence of three hours tho jury 
brought in a vordiot of nob guilty. 

It Ib unlikoly that the Farrel case will bo 
tried this asalzaa aa Georgle Douglas, tho 
woman wounded by Farroll'a pistol, is too 
ill to bo ablo to appear in court. Con- 
sequently tho cubs will probably bo post- 
poned till the noxb assizes. 

The court n.oota this morning at 10 o'olook.

Cozy corners have been described and 
illustrated times without number, and 
now the Useful corner is brought to tho 
fore. Fortunately, liko many other use 
ful things, tho useful corner may com- 
bine beauty with utility ; otherwise it 
would not prove popular with most 
modern housewives. The useful corner 
is adapted to small rooms, where every 
foot of floor space is precious. 

In the plan under consideration the 
useful corner is in point of fact a corner 
toilet, whore will bo found a mirror and

on either side of it small toilet tali] 
on which may he placed the articles 
usually found on one's bureau and wash 
stand. With'these and similar fitments 
tho bureau at least may he dispensed 
with. 

It is advised when practicable to have 
a long ewing mirror, which provides 
tho ideal dressing glass, as one's image 
is reflected therefrom from head to toe 
If expense is an object, as generally it 
is, the plate glass may he purchased nn- 
frauied and at a comparatively small 
cost be framed to order in a simple en- 
ameled molding. This mirror is the 
only costly item. The mirror being pro 
vided, gu. two pieces of deal the height 
of the corner To bo fitted and measuring 
1*4 by 2 inches. Nail theso to the wall, 
setting them the exact widtli of your 
glass when framed. Nail across these 
upright supports a piece of li inch or (! 
inch flooring board just the width. It 
will require chiseling out a little of tho 
uprights just to receive this and givo a 
flat surface for nailing; a smaller pieco 
nailed across the top of tho mirror 'back 
is a guild strengtheuer. The footboard 
is sufficient for the bottom. Screw on 
tlie two butts lit' hinges ready to receive 
the glass, which now can be raised to the 
bur and sur iwed to the butts. It will then 
move forward or hang perfectly straight. 
An iron or brass fastener can be fixed to 
the side to keep it in any position re- 
linked. 

Next you may provide two brackets. 
If these are pear shaped, they will bo 
found to host fit the sides of the wall 
and leave free a placo between to stand 
a box with hinged lid. Stuff tho top of 
this lid with wadding or curled hair 
and cover it with the same material as

the rest of the drapery. Stud it round 
with brass nails ; hang a fringe to match 
below the lid opening. This box holds 
best boots or slippers. 

This box will be found a convenient 
receptacle for shoes and slippers, hut 
oau of course be used for other things. 

Drape the brackets that form the 
framework of the side tablos with sateen 
or any other suitable fabric and finish 
with fringe to match or harmonize in 
color. .More toilet articles can ho accom- 
modated by erecting above these tables 
smaller shelves, supported by turned 
wood spindles or by brackets. If the 
spindles are employed, slips of wood 
nailed first to the wall form a lodge to 
nail the shelves to, and the pillars sup- 
port tho front and make it very firm. 
These aro most useful for small toi let 
articles and scent bottles. China three 
light candle sconces make a boautiful 
finish.

Hints Concerning Tapestry. 

The introduction of tapestry in the 
hangings of a room gives a toaoh of 
time honored, delicate, silent, indescrib- 
able approval to the tastes of certain 
interiors. Tho heavy hangings recall 
Florentine glories and tho Venetian and 
Roman palaces and villas. Much of it 
is in Gobelin uCpestry, wherein aro 
woven pictorial legends and reproduc- 
tions of famous paintings. 

Portieres, or tapestry, in a largo house 
are luxuries, but Decorator and Fur- 
nisher cautions against thoir uso in 
small houses, where much lighter ma- 
terials must bo adopted. Vory good im- 
itation tapestry is woven in looms which 
has much of the charms of tho than 
stained, heavy woolen stuff. Painted 
tapestries are too well known to bo de- 
scribed. In a city dining room nothing 
can bo finer than a real old tapestry or 
panels of modem painted tapestry. 



Innovations Are Many — Correct Styles. 
Ontlng Suits In Demand. 

The evening dress coat is made of tho 
unfinished worsted in black. The style 
is certainly favoring the peaked lapel 
instead of the rolling collar. The collar 
and lapel will he of satin or silk. Tho 
length recedes slightly. The outline of 
tin; front follows the waistcoat in tho 
curve of the opening. Tho cull's should 
be made to button three buttons. 

Tho dinner coat, called tho Tuxedo, 
seems to have come to stay. Its purpose 
is indicated by its iinmo — for use at the 
dinner table on informal occasions and 
for uso also at tho country club. Its uso 
is deprecated as a substitute for tho 
evening coat: 

Tho dress waistcoat is mado of cloth 
similar to tho dress coat, except where 
white is worn, when tho pique or mar- 
soillos is the correct; material. Tho dress 
trousers aro somewhat smaller from tho 
knee down — that is, from 18 inches wido 
at tho knee to 1C>}.< at tho bottom. Velvet 
braid is used in tho seams. The tie with 
tho dress suit should be of white linen, 
the mado up article being discarded as 
bad form. 

The frock coat is certainly not dis- 
counted as tho garment for afternoon 
wear, and in the coming season it will 
displace tho cutaway for that purpose, 
and also for noon weddings, 5 o'clock 
teas, and so on. Tho now frock coat 
will recede somewhat in length. It is 
cut less bulky at tho front and especial- 
ly so at the waist. This enables the 
owner to wear it open when he chooses. 
Tho material is lamb's wool, vicuna, 
unfinished worsted, the weave changing 
from the imperceptible herringbone to 
tho diamond effect. Black Oxford and 
dark mixtures and brown and olives aro 
considered correct, black predominating. 
Tho waistcoat with the frock coat will 
bo cut double breasted to a great extent. 
Tho material for trousers with this gar- 
ment will he 1 principally of the wool 
finished in contradistinction to the wool 
worsted finishes. The wool finish is tho 
correct thing to go with this coat. 

Tho cutaway coat will hold its own. 
It will lie worn this season as in the 
past. The length, however, will rocedo 
considerably. Three buttons are to bo 
buttoned at tho front. Tho tendency is 
to cut away less this year than in pre- 
vious years. 

Of overcoats there is a great variety. 
First, there is tho ever fashionable 
Chesterfield, cut in singlo or double 
breasted style and made up principally 
in west of England beavers and meltons. 
This season will see it made up chiefly 
in tho blue black and dark blue. It will 
have many mixtures of browns and 
olives. Velvet collars will bo worn, but 
for tho cutis velvet is passe. 

The paletot is made up of soft finish 
material, either vicuna, lamb's wool or 
beaver. This garment, considered suit- 
able -for wear over tho dress suit, will 
ho cut well to the figure, extending 48 
or 50 inches in length. All bindings or 
edgings will bo avoided in tho finishing 
of overcoats. 

For uso over tho frock coat or for 
walking purposes tho surtotit will be in 
vogue to a great extent this season. The 
materials used will he tho angolas and 
west of England beaver, dark browns 
and olives being employed. 

Outing suits have been very much in 
demand for tho last 3-oar or two in the 
United States. This demand is due to 
tho formation of numerous golf, cyclo 
and kindred clubs. The introduction of 
tho wheel has given a great stimulus to 
this stylo of clothing. The golf coat is 
out in the norfolk blouse, or sack form, 
and is mado of scarlet estamono, or of 
tho plaid or chocked Shetland. When 
mado of the scarlet, tho club colors can 
be shown on lapel. The breeches aro 
cut full knickerbocker style, with a band 
of boxcloth i'% inches in width extend- 
ing below the knee. It is upon this band 
that tho plaid stockings aro folded over 
bland spats cut high up and mado of 
boxcloth or duck, and a golf cap quite 
full in the crown completes this smart 
sporting suit. Tho New York Herald, 
authority for the foregoing, says that 
tho same stylo of breeches aro being cut 
for uso on the bicycle. 



Good Pumpkin Pies. 

Cut tho pumpkin into long strips, 
peel and carefully remove all the Boft 
inside pulp. Put into a porcelain lined 
kettle, with barely enough water to 
p from burning. Put on a closely 
fitting lid and let it simmer for six 
hours. If it is kept closely covered, at 
tho end of that time the pumpkin will 
ho steamed soft and tender. Slash and 
work through a colander. Measure 2 
cupfuls of this pumpkin and mix 
through it these ingredients: Pour cup- 
fuls of sweet, milk, half a teaspoonful 
of salt, 2 of ginger, 1 of cinnamon and 
a little nutmeg, three-quarters of a cup- 
ful of sugar, ~j well beaten eggs and a 
cupful of cream. Use d'>op earthen pie 
plates and bake in a slow oven until the 
filling is solid.

THE PITZEL CASE. 

Report That tlio Murdered Fltzel Is Vet 
Alivo-Is It a Fake Story t 

Chicago, Nov. 19 — Tho News thia even 
ing publiahes tho following story : James 
McKearney, conductor on car 676 of the 
63rd street electric line, haB sprung a new 
sensation in tho HolmoB case by stating 
that Bonjimin F. Pitzel is alivo, and that 
he recently talked with him on hsB oar. 

Mr. McKenrnoy claims thore could bo no 
mistake, as he workod nine months for Pit- 
zel, and knows the peculiarity of hiB voioe. 
According to McKearney, Pitzel boardod 
hia car a few days previous to the Holmes 
trial. PitzBl'a board had growu around tho 
greater parb of his face, bo that ho wae com- 
pletely dieguiaed. When addrosaed ho ad- 
mitted hia identity, howovor, and asked as 
a friocd that McKearney keep silence, as ho 
waB on hia way to Philadelphia, but Mo- 
Kearney called in Motorman Lottorman, 
and ho, too, claims that ho had a conversa- 
tion with Pitzal, who took a transfer to the 
Cottogo Grovo line. 

Mr. Robert Corbotb, who has boen fol- 
lowing the caso for months on behalf of tho 
Farmers' and Merchants' National Bank, of 
Forb Worth, Texas, claims bo has also aoen 
PI'zbI. "I nover believed ' that Pitzel 
waa dead," ho deolared to a Dally News 
roporter this morning, "for tho following 
roaeona : First, when I was soarohlng the 
Castle months ago the man who waB seen 
by tho conductor and motorman, and who I 
then thought was Pitzel, found me in the 
building looking over some papora. He 
asked me if I had seen a tool choab. I said 
there was one in the front room.
